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CHAPTER  28 

An  Act  Respecting  the  Medical  Profession 


(Assented  to  May  9,   1906.) 

His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Alberta,  enacts  as  follows: 

TITLE 

1 .  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Medical  Profession     Short  title 
Act. 

College  of  Ph])sicians  and  Surgeons 

2.  The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Pro^mce  of 
Alberta  hereby  constituted,  and  the  members  of  the  said 

College  and  all  persons  hereinafter  registered  members  of 
the  said  College  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  a  body  cor- 
porate under  the  name  of  The  College  of  Physicians  and  Suigeons  of 
the  Province  of  Alberta,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession  as  here- 
after provided  and  the  common  seal,  with  power  to  acquire,  hold,  and 
dispose  of  real  estate  and  chattel  property  for  the  purpose  of  the  said 
College,  and  to  sue  and  be  sued. 

3.  Every  person  registered  as  a  member  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of    the  North-West    Territories  at  the 

time  of  the  coming  into  force  of  this  Act,  and  whose  tees    M^rnbersof

are  paid  to  said  College,  shall  be  registered  as  a  member 

of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Province  of  Alberta 

by   ihe   Registrar  thereof  without    fee,   and   every   person   registered   as 

aforesaid  whose  fees  are  in  arrear  shall  upon  payment  of  all  arrears  to 

the  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  North- 

West   Territories   receive   a    receipt   therefor,    and   upon  presentation  of 


said  receipt  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  the  Province  of  Alberta  shall  be  registered  as  a  member  of  said  last- 
mentioned  College  by  said  Registrar  without  further  fee. 

4.  The    Registrar  of    the  College  of    Physicians  and    Surgeons 

of  the  Province  of  Alberta  shall  as  soon  as  oossibl'.-  after 
his  appointment  obtain  from  the  Registrar  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  North-West  Territories  a  certified  list, 
under  the  seal  of  the  College,  of  the  members  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  the  North- West  Territories  entitled  to  be  regis- 
tered as  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the 
Province  of  Alberta  under  the  next  preceding  clause. 

The  Council  of  the  College  and  Election  of  Members 

5.  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  said  College  of  the  Phy.-.icians 
Council  of  the  ^^^  Surgeons  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  to  be  appointed 
'^°"^^^  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  for  and  hereafter  re- 
ferred to  as  the  Council. 

6.  The  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  election  of  members  of  ':he 
Persons  entitled  Council  shall  be,  as  to  the  first  election,  the  persons  who 
'°  ^°'^  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this  Act  are  registered  mem- 
bers of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  North- West 
Territories.  As  to  all  subsequent  elections,  all  persons  registered  as 
members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Province  of 
Alberta  under  this  Act. 

7.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  member  of  the 
Who  eligible         Council  who  is  not  entitled  to  vote  for  a  member  of  the 

as  members  Council. 

8.  The  number  of  persons  to  be  elected  as  members  of  the  said 
Number  of  Council  shall  be  one  for  each  of  the  medical  electoral  dis- 
^°""^''  tricts  hereinafter  referred  to  and  the  mode  of  election 
shall  be  by  voting  papers  as  hereinafter  set  out. 

(a)  There  shall  be  one  member  elected  for  each  of  the  following 
Medical  Electoral  Districts,  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  District  for 
which  he  is  elected. 

(o)  For  the  purpose  of  this  election  the  Province  of  Alberta 
shall  be  divided  into  seven  Medical  Electoral  Districts,  to  be  known  as 
districts  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7.  These  districts  are  made  up  from 
the  present  Electoral  Districts  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  as  existing  for 
the  purpose  of  the  election  of  members  to  the  first  Provincial  Legislature 
of  the  said  province  as  follows: 


District  No.  1 — Is  comprised  of  the  Provincial  Electoral  District 
of  Edmonton. 

District  No.  2 — Is  comprised  of     the  Provincial      Electoral  Dis- 
tricts of  Peace  River,  Athabasca,   Saint  Albert,   Stoney     Medical 
Plain,  Strathcona,  Leduc,  Sturgeon,  Victoria.  d'ltrrc?' 

District  No.  3 — Is  comprised  of  the  Provincial  Electoral  District 
of  Vermillion,  Wetaskiwin,  Ponoka,  Lacombe,*Red  Deer. 

District  No.  4. — Is  comprised  of  the  Provincial  Electoral  Districts 
of  Innisfail,  Rosebud,  Banff,  Gleichen. 

District  No.  5 — Is  comprised  of  the  Provincial  Electoral  District 
of  Calgary. 

District  No.  6 — Is  comprised  of  the  Provincial  Electoral  Districts 
of  High  River,  Macleod,  Pincher  Creek. 

District  No.  7 — Is  comprised  of  the  Provincial  Electoral  Districts 
of  Lethbridge,  Cardston,  Medicine  Hat. 

(c)  The  boundaries,  number  and  numbers  of  the  above  Medical 
Electoral  Districts  are  subject  to  change  at  any  time  by  the  Council. 

9.  The  charge  and  conduct  of  the  election  for  the  members  of  the 
first  Council  shall  be  conducted  by  the  Registrar  of  the  conduct  of 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  North- West  election 
Territories,  and  the  said  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner 
set  out  in  "The  Medical  Profession  Ordinance,"  being  Chap.  52  of  The 
Consolidated  Ordinances  of  the  North-West  Territories,  1  898,  for  the 
election  of  the  Council  of  that  body,  from  Section  3  to  Section  32  in- 
clusive. All  subsequent  elections  under  this  Act  shall  be  under  the 
management  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Council,  and  such  elections  shall 
be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Council. 

I  0.  Every  person  entitled  to  vote  may  vote  for  one  person  for 
each  Medical  Electoral  District  erected  by  or  under  the  authority  of 
this  Axt. 

1  1 .  The  Registrar  shall  mail  to  each  registered  practitioner  at 
least  one  month  prior  to  the  day  of  election  a  voting  paper 
in  the  form  A  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act,  or  to  the  like  ^°""^  ""^^''^ 
effect,  and  such  practitioner  shall  fill  in  the  names  of  the  members  he 
is  voting  for  on  the  voting  paper  or  on  one  of  the  like  effect,  sign  it, 
and  return  such  voting  paper  closed  to  the  Registrar  on  any  day  pre- 
ceding the  day  of  election,  and  any  such  voting  paper  received  by  the 
Registrar  by  post  previous  to  the  day  of  election  shall  be  deemed 
delivered  to  him. 


1 2.  The  Council  shall  appoint  two  persons,  who  shall  act  as 
Scrutineers  scrutineers  with  the  Registrar  at  the  election. 

1  3.  On  the  day  succeeding  the  day  of  election  the  voting  papers 
Counting  of  shall  be  opened  by  the  Registrar  in  the  presence  of   the 

^°^®^  scrutineers,  who  shall  scrutinize  and  count  the  votes,  and 

a  record  thereof  shall  be  kept  by  the  Registrar  in  a  proper  book  to  be 
provided  by  the  said  Council. 

1 4.  The  person  who  has  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  each 

Medical  District  shall  be  the  member  of  the  Council  for 
erm  o  o    ce       ^^^^  district  for  the  four  years  following  the  date  of  such 
election  and  until  his  successor  is  elected. 

15.  Any  person  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the  voting  papers  at  such  election. 

1  6.  In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  between  two  or  more  persons. 
Equality  of  which  leaves  the  election  of  one  or  more  of  the  members 

^°*^^  of    the    Council  undecided,  the    scrutineers  shall    forthwith 

write  upon  separate  slips  of  paper  the  names  of  the  persons  having 
such  equality  of  votes,  and  put  such  papers  in  a  ballot  box;  and  the 
Registrar,  in  the  presence  of  the  scrutineers,  shall  draw  by  chance 
from  such  ballot  box  one  or  more  of  such  papers  sufficient  to  make  up 
the  required  number,  and  the  person  or  persons  whose  names  are  upon 
such  paper  or  papers  so  drawn  shall  be  members  of  such  Council. 

1  7.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election  unless  all 
Voter's  fees  fees  to  the  College  shall  have  been  paid.

1  8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  election  unless  qualified  to 
Eligibility  for  ^ote  at  such  election,  and  any  votes  cast  for  any  person 
election  ^yJ^Q  is  ineligible  shall  be  null  and  void,  and  the  election 

shall  be  declared  as  if  such  votes  had  not  been  cast. 

1  9.  In  the  event  of  any  person  placing  more  than  one  name  on 
Voter  for  more  his  Voting  paper  for  each  district  the  hrst  one  eligible 
than  one  shall  be  Counted. 

20.  The  Registrar  shall  one  month  prior  to  the  day  on  which 
the  election  is  to  be  held  make  out  an  alphabetical  list 
or  register  of  the  registered  medical  practitioners  who  are 
entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  then  about  to  be  held,  showing  the 
Medical  Electoral  District  in  which  each  resides,  and  shall  mail  a  copy 
of  such  list  or  register  to  each  registered  practitioner,  along  with  the 
voting  paper  provided  for  in  Section   I  I . 


21.  In  case  any  medical  practitioner  entitled  to  vote  complains  to 
the   Registrar  in  writing  of  the  improper  omission  or  in- 
sertion of  any  name  on  the  said  list,  it  shall  be  the  duty    Ofri'ssion

of  the  Registrar  forthwith  to  examine  into  the  complaint 
and  rectify  such  error  if  any  there  be,  and  advise  complainant  of  his 
decision  in  writing  by  post  within  three  days  after  receiving  complaint; 
and  in  case  any  person  is  dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  Registrar, 
he  may  appeal  to  the  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  having  jurisdiction 
in  the  Province  provided  that  such  appeal  be  lodged  with  the  Judge  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  day  on  which  the  election  is  to  be  held,  and 
cuch  Judge  shall  decide  the  appeal  in  a  summary  way  and  he  may,  if 
he  deem  it  necessary,  direct  such  notice  of  the  time  and  place  for  hear- 
ing the  appeal  as  he  may  prescribe,  to  be  given  to  such  person  as  he 
may  specify;  and  if  it  is  necessary  to  hear  evidence  on  such  appeal,  it 
may  be  given  viva  voce  under  oath  or  by  affidavit  as  the  Judge  directs, 
and  the  decision  of  such  Judge  shall  be  final  and  the  list  shall  remain 
or  be  altered  in  accordance  with  such  decision. 

22.  The  list  or  register  so  made  out  shall  be  held  to  be  the  reg- 
ister of  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  the  next  election,  and  no 

person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  whose  name  is  not  upon    List  to  be  final

23.    The   Council   may   make  such   regulations   as  they   may   think 
expedient   not  contrary   to   the  provisions   of  this   Act    for   „      i  .

24.  The  '  oting  papers   belonging  to   any  election   shall   not   be 
destroyed  until  after  all  petitions  in  respect  of  such  elec- 
tions have  been  decided,   but  the  same  together  with  all     Destruction 
other  papers  in  connection  with  the  election  shall  be   re-    °^  ballots 
tained  by  the  Registrar. 

25.  No  petition  against  the  return  of  any  member  shall  be  enter- 
tained unless  such  petition  shall  be  filed  with  the  Regis-         .  . 

trar  of  the  Council  within  sixty   days  after  the  election,    against 
and  shall   contain   a  statement  of  the  grounds  on   which    ®'®"'°" 
such  election  is  disputed  and  unless  a  copy  of  such  petition  is  served 
upon  the  member  whose  election  is  disputed  within  sixty  days  of  the 
date  of  the  election. 

26.  In  case  of  any  doubt  or  dispute  as  to  the  legality  of  the  elec- 
tion of  any  member  to  the  Council  it  shall  be  lawful  for 

the  Council   to   hold   an  enquiry   and   decide   who   is   the    inquiry  as  to 
legally   elected   member  of   the  Council;    and   the  person    election"' 
whom  they  decide  to  have  been  elected  shall   be  and   be 


deemed  to  be  the  member  legally  elected,   and  if  the  election  is   found 
to  be  illegal  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  order  a  new  election. 

27.  In  case  of  the  failure  in  any  election  under  this  Act  to  elect 

the  required  number  of  duly  qualified  members  of  the 
New  election  Council,  or  in  the  event  of  any  vacancy  occurring  from 
death,  resignation  or  any  other  cause,  of  any  member  of  the  Council, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  hold  a  new  election  for  such 
vacancy  or  vacancies  as  soon  as  possible  and  such  election  shall  be 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  the  election  of  the  full. 
Council. 

President  and  Officers — Meetings  of  the  Council 

28.  (a)  The  Council  shall  elect  annually  from  its  own  body  a 
Officers  President  and  Vice-President. 

(b)  They  shall  appoint  a  Registrar-Treasurer  from  the  members 
of  the  College  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Council  who  shall  hold 
office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Council. 

(c)  And  such  other  officers  as  are  necessary  for  the  working  of 
this  Act. 

(d)  The  Council  shall  fix  by  by-law  or  resolution  from  time  to 
time  the  salaries  and  fees  to  be  paid  to  such  officers  and  to  the  Board 
of  Examiners  hereinafter  mentioned. 

29.  The  Council  shall  appoint  annually  from  among  its  members 

an  Executive  Committee,  to  be  called  together  by  the 
commiue^e  Registrar,  to  take  cognizance  of  and  action  upon  all  such 

matters  as  may  be  delegated  to  it  by  the  Council,  or  as 
may  require  immediate  interference  or  attention  between  meetings  of 
the  Council;  and  all  such  acts  shall  be  \  alid  only  till  the  next  ensuing 
meeting  of  the  Council;  but  the  Committee  shall  have  no  power  to  alter, 
repeal,  or  suspend  any  by-law  of  the  Council. 

30.  The  Council  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  to  the 

times  and  places  of  future  meetings  of  the  Council  and 
comiciP  °  the  mode  of  summoning  the  same  as  to  the  Council  seems 

expedient,  which  rules  and  regulations  shall  remain  in 
force  until  altered  at  any  subsequent  meeting;  and  in  the  absence  of 
any  rule  or  regulation  as  to  summoning  meetings  of  the  Council,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  thereof  or  in  the  event  of  his  absence 
or  death  for  the  Registrar  to  summon  the  same  at  such  time  and  place 
as  to  him  seems  fit,  by  a  circular  letter  to  be  mailed  to  each  member. 
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31.  (a)  In  the  e\ent  of  the  absence  of  the  President  from  any 
meeting,  the  Vice-President,  or  in  his  absence  some  other  member  to 
be  chosen  from  the  members  present,  shall  act  as  President. 

(b)  There  must  always  be  five  members  of  the  Council  present 
to   form  a  meeting,  and  all  acts  of  the  Council  shall  be    Quorum 
decided  by  a  majority  of  those  present. 

(c)  At  all  meetings  the  President  for  the  time  being  shall  have 
a  casting  vote  in  the  event  of  an  equality  of  votes,  in  addition  to  the 
vote  he  is  entitled  to  as  a  member  of  the  Council.

33.  The  Council  shall  cause  to  be  kept  by  the  Registrar  a  book 
or  register  to  be  known  as  the  "Alberta  Medical  Register," 

in  which  shall  be  entered  the  name  of  every  person  regis-  J^^fsw 
tered  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  from 
time  to  time  the  names  of  all  persons  who  have  complied  with  the 
provisions  hereinafter  contained,  and  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
made  or  to  be  made  by  the  Council  respecting  the  qualifications  to  be 
required  from  the  practitioners  of  medicine,  surgery,  or  midwifery,  in 
the  Province  of  Alberta,  and  those  persons  only  whose  names  are 
inscribed  in  the  book  or  register  above  mentioned  and  who  are  not 
under  suspension  by  the  Council  shall  be  deemed  to  be  qualified  and 
licensed  to  practise  medicine,  surgery,  and  midwifery  in  the  said 
Province  of  Alberta,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  such  book  or 
register  shall  at  all  times  be  open  and  subject  to  inspection  by  any 
person. 

34.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of    the  Registrar    to    keep    his    register 
correct  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and

duced if  required,  and  who  shall  furnish  to  the  Council  satisfactory 
evidence  of  identification,  and  pass  before  the  members  thereof  or 
examiners  appointed  by  them  from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose,  a 
satisfactory  examination  appertaining  to  the  profession  of  medicine 
and  his  fitness  and  capacity  to  practise  medicine,  surgery  and  mid- 
wifery, and  shall  pay  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  towards 
defraying  the  expenses  of  the  examination  board  and  in  addition,  the 
fees  for  registration:  Provided  that  if  any  person  is  dissatisfied  with 
the  decision  of  the  Council  as  to  whether  he  holds  such  a  diploma  as 
aforesaid  or  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  such  evidence  of  identification  he 
may  appeal  to  the  Minister  of  Education  from  such  decision  and  his 
decision  thereon  shall  be  final  and  if  such  appeal  is  decided  in  favor 
of  such  person  he  shall  be  entitled  to  apply  for  examination  as  afore- 
said. 

36.  The  Council  may  at  any  time  direct  the  name  of  any  person 
Erasure  of  improperly  registered  to  be  erased  from  the  register  by 
"*'^®''  the  Registrar,  and  such  name  shall  be  so  erased. 

37.  Whenever  there  is  established  under  the  Act  of  the  Parlia- 

ment of  Canada  known  as  "The  Canada  Medical  Act, 
rt^l^l^'^  ^°'^  1902,"  or  any  Act  in  amendment  thereof  or  substitution

therefor,  a  register  for  Canada  of  Medical  Practitioners 
under  the  control  of  the  Medical  Council  appointed  or  elected  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  Act  or  Acts,  then  notwith- 
standing anything  in  this  Act  contained,  any  person  duly  registered 
m  the  said  medical  register  for  Canada  as  a  Medical  and  Surgical 
Practitioner  shall  be  deemed  qualified  and  entitled  to  be  registered  in 
the  medical  register  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  as  a  duly  qualified 
Medical  and  Surgical  Practitioner,  and  such  person  and  no  other  shall 
be  registered,  and  such  registration  shall  be  made  upon  production 
of  a  certificate  under  the  hand  of  the  Registrar  of  the  said  Medical 
Council  of  Canada  certifying  that  such  person  is  duly  registered  in 
the  said  Medical  Register  of  Canada,  and  upon  satisfactory  proof  of 
identity  of  such  person,  pro'v  ided  that  such  person  may  be  required 
to  pay  such  fee  for  such  registration  in  the  Province  of  Alberta  as  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  may  impose  in  that  behalf. 


end  pro^  ided  that  the  provisicns  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  or 
alTect  any  person  duly  registered  under  the  said  Act  at  the  time  "The 
Canada  Medical  Act,  1902,"  or  any  amendment  thereof  or  substitutive 
Acts  therefor  become  operative. 

Fees 

38.  The  fee  for  registration  under  this  Act  shall  be  fifty  dol- 
lars. Fees 

39.  Each  member  shall  pay  to  the  Registrar,  or  to  any  person 
deputed  by  the  Registrar  to  receive  it,  such  anual  fee  as 

may  be  determined  on  by  by-law  of  the  Council,  not  ex-     Annual  fees 

ceeding  two  dollars,  towards  the  general  expenses  of  the 

College,  which  fee  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each 

year,  and  such  fee  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  debt  due  by  each  member 

of  the  College  and  shall  be  recoverab'e.  vvith   the  costs  of  suit,   m  the 

name  of  the  College  of   Physicians  and  Surgeons   in   the   Province  of 

Alberta. 

^0.      The  Council  may  by  resolution  remit  any  annua.'  fees  due  to 
the  College  by  any  member  who  is  or  has  been  resident     Remission 
out  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  during  the  period  in  respect    of  fees 
of  which  such   fees  become  payable. 

General  Powers  of  the  Council 

41 .  The  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  may  require, 
make   orders,    regulations   or    by-laws    for    regulating    the

time  make  rules  and  regulations   for  the  guidance  of  the 
examiners,   and  may  prescribe  the  subjects  and  modes  or  examination, 
ard  generally  make  all  such  rules  and  regulations  in  respect  of  exam- 
inations not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  as  the  Council  may 
deem  expedient  and  necessary. 

(2)  All  rules,  regulations  or  by-laws  made  by  the  Council  under 
this  Act,  except  such  as  refer  to  curricula  of  studies  or  subjects  of 
examination  to  be  taken  by  students  or  applicants  for  registration, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Education.

An  Act  to  amend  the  Medical  Profession  Act. 
(Assented  to  December  20th,    1911). 


His  Majesty  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  enacts  as  follows: 

1.  Section  33  of  the  Medical  Profession  Act,  being  Chapter 
28  of  the  Statutes  of  Alberta,  1906,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  all  the  words  in  the  said  section  after  the  word  '"contained"  in  the 
sixth  line  thereof  to  and  including  the  word  "Alberta"  in  the  ninth 
line  thereof  and  by  striking  out  all  the  words  in  the  said  section  after 
the  word  "practice"  in  the  thirteenth  line  thereof  to  and  including  the 
word  "except"  in  the  fourteenth  line  thereof. 

2.  Section  35  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby  repealed  and  the  fol- 
lowing substituted  therefore : 

35.  The  Council  shall  admit  upon  the  register  any  person  who 
shall  produce  a  certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  the  University  of  Al- 
berta that  the  person  to  whom  such  certificate  is  issued  to  is  duly  qualified 
to  practice  medicine,  surgery,  midwifery,  osteopathy,  or  homeopathy,  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  the  Ragistrar  of  the  council  shall  issue  to  such 
person  the  necessary  license  to  practice  on  payment  by  such  person  of 
the  registration  fee  hereinafter  provided. 

(2)  The  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  to  practice 
medicine,  surgery,  midwifery,  osteopathy  or  homeopathy  in  the  Province 
of  Alberta  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  University  of  Alberta,  the 
examiners  for  this  purpose  being  appointed  by  the  Senate  of  the 
University. 

(3)  Except  as  to  osteopaths  and  homeopaths  the  subjects  for  ex- 
amination shall  be  such  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Senate  of  the 
University  of  Alberta  with  the  approval  of  the  council  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

(4)  The  Senate  of  the  Univeristy  of  Alberta  may  require  any 
candidate  to  pass  a  matriculation  or  preliminary  examination  in  such 
subjects  as  the  said  Senate  may  prescribe,  or  may  accept  such  qualifica- 
tion in  lieu  of  such  matriculation  or  preliminary  examination  as  the  said 
Senate  may  consider  sufficient. 
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(3)  The  Senate  of  the  University  of  Alberta  shall  fix  the  times 
when  the  examination  of  candidates  shall  be  held  and  may  make  rules 
or  regulations  for  the  giving  of  notices  by  candidates  of  their  desire  to 
take  the  examination  and  for  the   fees  to  be  paid  therefor. 

(6)  The  Senate  of  the  University  of  Alberta  may  by  resolution 
require  that  the  persons  presenting  themselves  for  examination  hereunder 
shall  be  graduates  or  licentiates  of  a  university,  school,  college  or  associa- 
tion of  medicine,  surgery,  midwifery,  osteopathy  or  homeopathy,  and 
may  from  time  to  time  make  resolutions  setting  forth  what  universities, 
schools,  colleges,  or  associations  will  be  recognized  for  this  purpose,  ana 
rescind,  alter  or  vary  any  such  resolutions. 

(7)  The  persons  registered  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  be  restricted  to  the  practice  of  that  class  oi  classes  of  practice  only 
for  which  they  are  certified  to  be  qualified,  and  for  which  they  are 
registered  under  this  Act. 

(8)  Before  the  Senate  of  the  University  shall  grant  a  certificate 
that  a  person  is  duly  qualified  to  practice  osteopathy  or  homeopathy  the 
Senate  shall  require  such  person  to  pass  an  examination  satisfactory  to 
the  Senate  in  such  subjects  as  the  Senate  may  prescribe. 

(9)  Any  person  who  has  practiced  Osteopathy  in  the  Province 
of  Alberta  for  at  least  four  months  immediately  preceding  the  date 
of  the  passing  of  this  Act  shall  be  granted  without  examination  a  cer- 
tificate that  such  person  is  duly  qualified  to  practice  Osteopathy,  provided 
that  such  person  is  a  graduate  or  licentiate  of  a  School,  College,  or 
.Association  of  Osteopathy  recognized  by  the  American  Osteopathic 
Association. 

(3)  The  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  adding  thereto  as 
Section  63a  the  following: 

63a  Any  person  shall  be  held  to  practice  within  the  meaning 
of  Section  66  of  this  Act  who  shall  (a)  by  advertisement,  sign,  or 
statement  of  any  kind,  allege  ability  or  willingness  to  diagnose  or  treat 
any  human  diseases,  ills,  deformities,  defects,  or  injuries;  (b)  or  who 
shall  advertise  or  claim  ability  or  willingness  to  prescribe  or  administer 
any  drug,  medicine,  treatment,  or  perform  any  operation,  manipula- 
tion, or  applv  any  apparatus  or  appliance  for  the  cure  or  treatment  of 
any  human  disease,  defect,  deformity  or  injury;  (c)  act  as  the  agent, 
a-^sistant,  or  associate  of  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  as  hereinbefore  set  out,  provided  always  that  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  the  pratcice  r>f  dentistry  or  pharmacy,  or  to  the  usual 
business  of  opticians,  or  vendors  of  dental  or  surgical  instruments, 
apparatus  and  appliances. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prevent  private  persons  from 
gi\ing  necessary  medical  or  surgical  aid  in  times  of  urgent  need,  pro- 
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viding  that  such  aid  be  given  without  hire,  gain  or  hope  of  reward. 

4.  Section  66  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  following 
substiuted  therefore: 

66.  If  any  person,  not  registered  pursuant  to  this  act  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  practice,  or  profess  to  practice,  medicine,  surgery, 
midwifery,  osteopathy  or  homeopathy  or  if  any  person  registered  in 
respect  to  one  class  of  practice  shall  practice  in  respect  to  another  class 
he  shall,  upon  summary  conviction  thereof  before  a  Justice  of  Peace, 
forfeit  and  pay  for  the  first  offence  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Fifty  Dol- 
lars, for  the  second  offence  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  Fifty  nor  more 
than  Two  Hundred  Dollars,  and  for  a  third  or  any  subsequent  offence 
to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  Two  Hundred  nor  more  than  Three  Hun- 
dred Dollars. 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  as  far  as  they  refer 
to  the  practice  of  midwifery  shall  apply  only  to  the  territory  included 
within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  city,  town  or  village  having  a 
resident   registered   practitioner   therein.

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Crang  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Stewart,  that 
examiners  on  oral  examinations  be  paid  a  fee  of  50c  per  man  examined 
and  expenses,  if  necessary.     Carried. 

A  communication  was  read  from  Dr.  A.  E.  Porter  asking  for 
remission  of  dues  for  period  of  his  non-residence  in  the  Province. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Malcolmson  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Brett, 
that  Dr.  Porter's  yearly  fees,  to  the  Council  be  remitted  during  the  term 
of  his  absence  from  the  Province.      Carried. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Council  held  on  30th  of  October 
last  were  read. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Brett  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Field,  that 
the  minutes  be  adopted.

A  communication  from  Dr.  Corbett  accompanied  by  statutory 
declaration  effecting  the  relations  of  Dr.  Cobbett  and  Dr.  Crux,  both 
of  Edmonton,  was  read. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Mewburn  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Malcolmson 
that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Discipline  Committee.      Carried. 

A  communication  from  the  Attorney  General  re  examination  of  a 
midwife  and  answer  by  the  Registrar  were  read  and  ordered  filed.

be  instructed  to  extend  a  formal  .nvitation  to  the  Canadian  Medical 
Association  to  the  above  effect;  and  further,  that  the  Registrar  write  all 
Members  in  the  Province  asking  that  if  any  of  them  be  present  at  the 
above  mentioned  meeting  they  use  their  influence  to  induce  the  Canadian 
Medical  Association  to  hold  its  meeting  for  1912  in  the  Province  of 
Alberta. 

Re  employment  of  unlicensed  practitioners:  It  was  moved  by  Dr. 
Stewart  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Field  that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  num- 
ber of  complaints  have  been  registered  with  the  members  of  this  Council 
regarding  the  employment  of  unregistered  practitioners  to  look  after  the 
practice  of  a  member  during  his  absence  from  a  town  or  city,  wherein 
are  registered  resident  practitioners  who  could  look  after  such  work  in 
the  event  of  no  registered  non-practicing  physician  being  obtainable,  we 
would  therefore  request  that  the  Registrar  notify  all  the  members  in 
the  Province  that  such  action  is  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Medical 
Professions  Act.     Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Crang  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Field  that 
Doctors   Brett,    Mewburn   and   Malcolmson   be  empowered  to   draft   a 
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strong  resolution  along  the  line  of  Tubercular  Sanitaria  for  the  Province 
of  Alberta,  and  that  this  resolution  be  sanctioned  by  the  Medical  Coun- 
cil and  Members  of  the  Medical  Profession  of  Alberta  and  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Provincial  Medical  Association  at  its  meeting  of  1911. 
Carried.

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President  at  10:30 
o'clock  a.m.

Brett  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Public  Works  con- 
veying the  thanks  of  the  Council  for  the  gratuitous  use  of  the  Normal 
School  for  examination  purposes,  and  also  that  the  Council  make  a  gift 
of  $15.00  to  the  janitor  of  the  Normal  School.      Carried. 

Dr.  A.  S.  Donaldson,  whose  application  for  registration  was  nega- 
tived at  Council  meeting  of  30th  Oct.,  1910,  asked  for  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  his  application. 

After  a  thorough  discussion  and  after  securing  opinion  of  our 
Solicitor,  it  was  moved  by  Dr.  F.  W.  Crang  and  seconded  by  Dr. 
C.  J.  Stewart  that  acting  on  the  advice  of  the  Council's  Solicitor,  extract 
from  which  reads  as  follows:  "I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  so  far  as 
such  an  examination  is  concerned  the  Council,  if  they  think  fit,  may 
take  the  examination  at  such  time  and  make  it  of  such  character  as  in 
their  discretion  they  think  fit,  as  from  the  Act  it  is  clear  that  as  to 
qualification  in  that  respect  it  is  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Council  to  deal 
with,"  this  Council  hereby  grants  permission  to  Dr.  A.  S.  Donaldson 
to  appear  before  the  Oral  Examiners  on  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics 
and  Women  and  Children  at  forthcoming  Supplemental  examination, 
and  if  successful  that  he  be  registered  on  the  books  of  the  College. 
Carried. 

Council  adjourned  at   1   o'clock  p.m. 

Council  resumed  business  at  2:45  o'clock  p.m. 

Report  of  the  Officer  engaged  to  look  after  alleged  Illegal 
Practicing. 
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September   1 4th,    1911. 
To  the  President  and  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Alberta : 

Gentlemen — 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report.  Before  I  submit  my  report 
it  is  my  desire  to  say  that  the  office  I  am  now  filling  has  been  unsolicited, 
and  that  I  have  undertaken  its  duties  with  that  strong  desire  for  success 
and  that  devotion  to  duty  which  is  justly  the  claim  of  every  organized 
body. 

I  undertook  the  work  with  no  other  aim  in  view  than  to  the 
furtherance  of  the  success  and  the  status  of  the  Medical  Profession  of 
the  Province. 

In  the  pursuance  of  my  duties  I  have  but  one  object  in  view, 
that  is  the  proper  application  of  the  law  as  it  relates  to  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

My  duties  have  not  always  been  pleasant,  but  unhappy  situations 
have  not  debarred  me  from  most  fully  conducting  the  desired  inspection 
and  most  fully  measuring  out  the  Medical  Act  to  parties  willingly  offend- 
ing the  same. 

Since  my  engagement  with  you  on  July  1  8th,  I  have  as  the  report 
submitted  will  say,  brought  to  justice  five  offending  practitioners,  at  High 
River,  Carlstadt,  Stettler,  Red  Willow  and  Botha. 

Their  cases  have  been  investigated  and  a  full  report  of  each  I 
now  place  in  the  hands  of  your  Registrar  for  your  consideration,  trust- 
ing that  they  will  be  fairly  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  more  complaints  before  the  Board  at  the  present 
time. 

With  confidence  I  submit  this  report  and  would  respectfully  request 
that  each  case  be  carefully  examined  by  you  and  criticised  with  the  view 
of  improving  this  very  important  undertaking.

given  by  Dr.  Lafferty  in  connection  with  the  William's  audit  are  satis- 
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factory  and  that  the  Council  thank  him   for  his  presence  here  to-day. 
Carried. 

The  following  communications  were  read: 

From  Dr.  E.  H.  Reed  and  from  Dr.  J.  J.  Field  asking  permis- 
sion to  write  the  examination  at  time  of  supplemental  and  agreeing 
to  pay  any  extra  expenses  incurred  in  giving  them  the  larger  examination, 
they  havmg  been  unable  through  illness  to  come  up  at  August  examma- 
tion.      Certificates  of  illness  produced  in  each  case. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  G.  H.  Malcolmson  and  seconded  by  Dr. 
C.  J.  Stewart  that  Drs.  Reed  and  Field  be  permitted  to  write  the  full 
exammation  at  time  of  the  supplementals  and  pay  the  extra  costs  in- 
curred m  their  examination.     Carried. 

Dr.  C.  W.  Holmes  also  made  application  for  examination,  but  did 
not  state  on  what  grounds.       Letter  was  ordered  filed. 

Letters  were  read  from  the  Dental  Association,  and  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  declaring  their  inability  to  at  present  co-operate 
with  the  Council  in  engaging  one  man  to  cover  illegal  practice  cover- 
ing these  several  associations  with  ours.        Ordered  filed. 

Letters  read  from  Dr.  Rymer,  Fort  Resolution  and  Dr.  Stewart, 
Rosetown,  Sask.,  with  Registrar's  answer  thereto.  Action  endorsed 
and  ordered  filed. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  G.  H.  Malcolmson  and  seconded  by  Dr. 
C.  J.  Stewart,  that  the  services  of  Mr.  Fielding  be  continued  for  a 
further  three  months  after  the  termination  of  his  first  engagement,  at  a 
salary  of  $125.00  per  month  and  expenses  while  on  duty  outside  of 
Calgary.     Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  F.  W.  Crang  and  seconded  by  Dr.  C.  W. 
Field  that  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  send  a  notice  to  all  members 
of  the  College  that  a  detective  has  been  engaged  to  attend  to  all  illegal 
practice   and   ask   that   all   complaints   be   forwarded   to   the   Registrar. 

Communication  was  read  from  Dr.  Grimshaw,  of  Innisfail,  asking 
for  registration  as  possessor  of  N.  W.  T.  Certificate,  but  which  is  dated 
subsequent  to  the  passing  of  our  Act;  also  the  reply  of  the  Registrar 
to  above  was  read.  It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Stewart  and  seconded  by 
Dr.  Crang  that  the  Registrar  request  Dr.  Grimshaw  to  appear  before 
the  Council  with  all  his  documents. 

Council  adjourned  at  6  o'clock  p.m. 

Council  resumed  business  at  8:45  o'clock  p.m. 

Report  of  Discipline  Committee — 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  charge  made  by  Dr. 
Cobbett  against  Dr.  Crux  begs  leave  to  report  that  a  communication 
was  received  from  Dr.  Cobbett  stating  that  he  was  willing  to  withdraw 
his  charge  providing  his  legal  expenses  amounting  to  $15.62  be  paid. 
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Dr.  Crux  was  notified  of  the  above  and  he  writes  refusing  to  pay  any 
of  the  costs.  This  is  all  your  committee  feels  it  can  do  in  the  premises 
unless  further  instructed  by  the  Council.

Your  Committee-  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  use  of  the  Normal 
School  for  the  ten  days  covering  the  examination  has  been  granted  by 
the  Department  of  Education  free  of  fees,  would  recommend  that  the 
Council  donate  the  sum  of  $15.00  to  the  Janitor  of  the  Normal  School 
for  the  extra  duties  carried  out  by  him  in  preparation  and  care  of  the 
examination  rooms. 

The  question  of  the  present  mode  of  collecting  the  examination  and 
registration  fees  came  up  for  discussion,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  this 
Committee  that  the  fee  be  changed  to  $100.00,  collectable  with  appli- 
cation for  examination;  $50.00  to  be  returned  in  case  of  rejected  candi- 
dates ;  but  where  a  candidate  is  granted  a  pass  he  be  then  registered 
and  a  certificate  be  forwarded  to  him. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  matter  of  Tubercular  Sani- 
taria be  further  dealt  with  by  the  Council. 

We  further  recommerd  that  the  Medical  Profession  Act  be 
amended  to  govern  the  practice  of  Osteopaths. 
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An  application  from  Dr.  Donaldson  for  reconsideration  of  an 
application  placed  before  the  Council  in  1910  and  refused  was  discussed 
and  the  Registrar  was  instructed  to  get  the  opinion  of  our  solicitor  as 
to  their  legality  of  action  in  dealing  with  the  request  of  the  applicant, 
the  whole  to  be  submitted  to  the  Council.

Notice  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Malcolmson  gave  notice  of  motion  as  follows: — 

That  the  examiners  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  Women  and 
Children,  and  Pathology  and  Bacteriology  be  constituted  as  an  Examin- 
ing Board. 

That  they  meet  at  the  call  of  the  registrar  after  the  examination 
papers  have  been  handed  in,  and  that  they  report  to  the  council  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Alberta  as  to  the  fitness  of  the 
candidates  who  have  presented  themselves  for  examination,  and  such  re- 
port of  the  Examining  Board  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Council. 

But  should  any  candidate  appeal  against  the  decision  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners,  it  shall  be  the  privilege  and  duty  of  the  Council  to  look 
into  such  appeal  and  to  re-examine  the  applicant's  papers  and  to  decide 
whether  such  appeal  against  the  decision  of  the  examining  board  be  sus- 
tained. 

Also  the  council  shall  retain  the  privilege  of  examining  the  papers 
of  any  applicant  and  either  raising  or  lowering  the  marks  that  have  been 
granted  him  by  the  board  of  examiners. 

That  the  report  of  the  examiners  in  the  supplemental  examination 
be  accepted  by  the  Council  as  final  and  that  no  appeal  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  examiners  be  entertained  or  granted  by  the  Council. 

Amendment  to  Medical  Act  re  Osteopaths 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  R.  G.  Brett,  seconded  by  Dr.  F.  W.  Crang 
and  carried : — 

That  the  following  sub-sections'  be  added  to  the  Medical  Profession 
Act  of  1906,  viz.— 

Section  35A.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prevent  or  prohibit  any 
duly  quahfied  osteopath  from  practicing  his  profession  for  reward  or 
gain  within  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

Provided  that  all  practioners  of  osteopathy  within  the  meaning  of 
this  Act  shall  be  duly  qualified  osteopaths  of  a   recognized  school  or 
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college  of  osteopathy;  and  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act,  a  recognized 
school  or  college  of  osteopathy  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  institution  recog- 
nized by  the  American  Osteopathic  Association. 

Provided,  further,  that  before  any  such  osteopath  shall  be  lawfully 
entitled  to  practice  osteopathy  within  Alberta  such  osteopath  shall  take 
and  successfully  pass  an  examination  satisfactory  to  the  Council  in  the 
following  subjects:- — Anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  toxicology,  path- 
ology, bacteriology,  histology,  neurology,  physical  diagnosis,  obstetrics, 
gynecology,  surgery,  hygiene,  medical  jurisprudence,  principles  and 
practice  of  osteopathy. 

The  Council,  for  the  purpose  of  such  examination  of  applicants 
for  registration  as  osteopaths  under  this  Act,  shall  appoint  an  osteopath 
who  shall  prescribe  the  examination  for  such  applicants  in  relation  to  the 
principles  and  practice  of  osteopathy. 

Any  duly  qualified  osteopath  who  shall  successfully  pass  such 
examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  reg- 
istered under  this  Act  as  a  member  of  the  College: 

Provided  that  such  osteopath  shall  be  restricted  wholly  to  the 
practice  of  osteopathy : 

Any  homeopathic  physician  holding  a  diploma  of  qualification  from 
any  recognized  school  or  college  requiring  at  least  a  four  years'  course 
of  study,  v/hich  has  been  undergone  by  the  applicant,  may  be  registered 
under  this  Act  after  taking  and  successfully  passing  an  examination  in 
the  following  subjects:  Anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  pathology, 
bacteriology,  hygiene,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  principles  and  practice  of 
medicine,  materia  medica,  clinical  diagnosis  and  principles  and  practice 
of  surgery: 

The  Council  for  the  purpose  of  such  examination  of  applicants 
for  registration  as  a  homeopath  under  this  Act,  shall  appoint  a  homeopath 
as  an  examiner,  who  shall  prescribe  the  examination  for  such  applicant 
in  relation  to  the  subjects  of  materia  medica  and  the  principles  and 
practice  of  medicine: 

Any  duly  qualified  homeopath  who  shall  successfully  pass  such 
examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council,  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
registered  under  this  Act  as  a  member  of  the  College:  Provided,  that 
such  homeopath  shall  be  restricted  wholly  to  the  practice  of  homeopathy. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  R.  G.  Brett  and  seconded  by  Dr.  G.  H. 
Malcolmson  and  carried — that  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Medical 
Act  covering  Osteopaths  and  Homeopaths  be  distributed  to  all  mem- 
bers of  the  College  along  with  a  circular  soliciting  their  support  and 
interest  in  procuring  the  passing  of  this  legislation. 
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Re  Tubercular  Sanitarium,  the  following  letter  from  the  Alberta 
Medical  Association  was  read: 

Edmonton.   Sept.    13,    1911 
Dr.  MacDonald,  Registrar, 

Alberta  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
Calgary,  Alberta. 
Dear  Doctor:  At  the  recent  meeting  in  Edmonton,  the  following 
resolution  was  carried:  "Resolved,  that  the  Alberta  Medical  Associa- 
tion requests  the  Alberta  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  to  set 
aside  part  of  the  funds  of  the  College  to  establish  a  scheme  of  Provincial 
Sanitarium  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis." 

Would  you  be  so  good  as  to  bring  this  resolution  to  the  attention 
of  the  Council  at  the  next  meeting.       Your  truly,

After  the  matter  had  been  fully  discussed  and  the  opinion  of  the 
Solicitor  for  the  Council  obtained,  it  was  moved  by  Dr.  C.  W.  Field 
and  seconded  by  Dr.  G.  H.  Malcolmson  and  carried — that  this  Council 
set  aside  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00),  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Minister  of  Education,  to  assist  in  the  equipping  of  a 
Tubercular  Sanitarium;  and  that  a  letter  conveying  this  grant  and  the 
reasons  for  so  doing  be  drafted  and  sent  to  the  public  through  the 
public  press. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Field,  seconded  by  Dr.  Ctaig  and  carried, 
that  the  registrar  be  instructed  to  send  to  each  practitioner  in  Alberta 
a  copy  of  the  letter  drafted  to  the  Public  regarding  a  Tubercular  Sani- 
torium,  setting  out  that  this  grant  will  only  be  made  with  the  consent  of 
the  Minister  of  Education  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Alberta 
Medical  Association,  made  at  the  meeting  held  in  Edmonton  August 
1911. 

Report  of  Audit  by  chartered  accountant,  J.  B.  Watson,  placed 
before  the  Council,  and  copy  of  same  to  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
College. 

It  was  rr.oved  by  Drs.  Crang  and  Field  and  carried — That  the 
Registrar,  with  the  assistance  of  the  chartered  accountant,  open  a  new 
system  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  College. 

Council  adjourned,    12:30  o'clock,    15th   inst. 

Council  resumed  business  at  10:30  o'clock,  a.m.,  15th  Septem- 
ter.

Minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  council  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  held  at  the  city  of  Edmonton,  on  Wednesday,  the  25th 
day  of  January,   1912:

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The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  president  at  I  0  o'clock, 
a.  m. 

Mr.  Justice  Stuart,  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Alberta,  and 
Dr.  Tory,  Principal  of  said  University,  were  in  attendance  and  made 
short  addresses  re  amendment  to  Medical  Act  as  passed  December  20, 
1911. 

It  was  deemed  advisable  that  the  council  itself  thoroughly  discuss 
the  aforementioned  amendment  before  conferring  with  the  representa- 
tives of  the  University  of  Alberta,  who  thereupon  withdrew  to  meet  the 
council  again  at  4:30  o'clock,  p.m. 

The  council  discussed  the  various  clauses  of  the  said  amendment 
and  various  matters  appertainmg  thereto. 

Council  adjourned  at  1  :30  p.m.,  and  again  resumed  business  at 
3:50  p.m.,  when  discussion  of  amendment  was  continued  and  arrange- 
ments made  for  the  particular  discussion  of  certain  clauses  with  the 
representatives  of  the  University  of  Alberta. 

At  this  point  a  deputation  from  the  committee  having  in  hand 
the  arrangements  for  the  August  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Medical  As- 
sociation, at  Edmonton,  was  presented.  Dr.  Revell  introduced  the 
committee,  and  after  giving  a  short  history  of  the  objects  of  the  meeting, 
the  work  and  expenses  involved  and  the  progress  the  committee  had 
made,  mentioned  the  bodies  from  whom  they  hoped  to  receive  support 
and  made  request  that  the  council  make  a  donation  to  assist  in  defray- 
ing the  expenses  that  would  be  incurred  in  successfully  carrying  through 
what  promised  to  be  one  of  the  largest  and  most  interesting  meetings 
of  the  Association. 

Dr.  Smith,  Dr.  Ferris,  Dr.  Condell  and  Dr.  Whitelaw  also  spoke 
in  favor  of  such  donation. 

The  deputation  then  retired,  and  as  the  representatives  of  the 
University  of  Alberta  were  again  in  attendance,  the  council  took  up  the 
December  20,  191  I,  amendment  to  the  Medical  Act  and  entered  into 
a  joint  and  full  discussion  of  the  several  changes  necessitated  by  said 
amendment. 

Having  thoroughly  debated  said  amendment,  more  particularly 
with  reference  to  Clauses  3,  4,  5,  6,  7  and  8,  Section  35,  and  getting 
the  views  of  all  present,  the  University  representative  departed,  after 
being  thanked  by  the  president  for  giving  their  time  to  meet  the  council 
and  discuss  the  views  of  each  other  on  the  said  amendment. 

The  matter  of  a  grant  to  assist  the  committee  arranging  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Canadian  Medical  Association  was  then  taken  up  and 
discussed. 

Dr.  Crang,  during  the  absence  of  the  Registrar  from  the  Province, 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  solicitor  for  the  council,  Mr.  Muir,  explaining 
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the  objects  of  the  meeting  and  asked  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  legality 
of  making  a  grant.     Mr.  Muir's  reply  is  as  here  quoted:

Dear  Sir— 

Your  letter  of  27th  December,  ulto.,  arrived  here  during  my  ab- 
sence in  Ontario,  and  I  have  since  received  through  Dr.  MacDonald 
your  letter  of  the  6th  inst.,  and  as  I  have  just  returned  from  the  East, 
I  hasten  to  reply. 

Ficrr.  V  hat  3cu  say  in  your  letter  as  to  the  objects  of  the  proposed 
meeting  of  the  Canadian  Medical  Association  in  Edmonton,  I  am 
clearly  of  the  opinion  that  under  Section  42  of  your  Act,  the  Council 
of  your  College  would  be  justified  in  appropriating  such  an  amount 
of  your  funds  as  they  v/ould  consider  reasonable  to  be  expended  in  de- 
fraying expenses  of  and  connected  with  the  proposed  meeting. 

I  am  sorry  that  owing  to  my  absence  there  has  been  so  much 
delay  in  writing  you,  and  hope  this  will  reach  you  in  time  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  council  on  the  25th  inst.

It  was,  after  some  discussion,  moved  by  Dr.  Brett,  seconded  by 
Dr.  Stewart  and  carried — That  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  take  a 
plebiscite  of  the  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Alberta,  as  to  their  willingness  or  not  to  have  a  grant  of  $2,000.00 
made  out  of  the  fund  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Alberta  to  assist  in  defraying  the  expenses  in  connection  with  the  Cana- 
dian Medical  Association  meeting,  to  be  held  in  Edmonton  in  August, 
1912.      Answers  to  be  returned  on  or  before  February,  25th,   1912. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Field  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Malcolmson — 
That  the  by-laws  be  not  included  in  the  Annual  Addenda  for  1911, 
but  that  they  be  selected  from  the  Minute  Book  and  be  presented  for 
revision  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  council.     Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Crang  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Brett — That 
the  expenses  of  the  Registrar  be  paid,  also  $15.00  per  day  for  the 
attendance  at  council  meeting  Keld  in  Edmonton,  25th  July,  1912. 
Carried. 

The  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  presented  the  follow- 
ing  report: 

Your  Legislative  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that,  acting  on 
the  suggestions  of  the  council,  a  bill  to  amend  the  Medical  Profession's 
Act  dealing  with  Osteopaths,  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Legis- 
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lature.  Your  committee  met  a  large  select  committee  of  the  House  and 
presented  their  views  as  forcibly  as  possible,  and  also  replied  to  argu- 
ments presented  by  several  Osteopaths  who  were  present  and  argued 
their  case,  ^'our  committee  recognized  some  opposition  to  our  amend- 
ment am.ong  several  m.embers  of  the  Assembly,  and  in  order  to  allow 
the  profession  generally  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  provisions 
of  the  bill,  and  further  that  a  conference  might  be  held  with  members 
of  the  Assembly  and  representati\  es  of  the  University,  it  was  arranged 
between  the  chairman  of  your  committee,  Dr.  Stewart,  and  members 
of  the  Assembly  that  both  our  amendment  and  the  Osteopathic  bill 
should  stand  over  until  the  House  met  after  the  holidays.  This  inform- 
ation was  communicated  to  the  president.  Dr.  Park,  and  your  com- 
mittee regrets  the  action  of  Dr.  Park  in  having  an  entirely  new  bill 
prepared,  which  contains  clauses  your  committee  considers  not  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  profession  of  Alberta,  or  of  the  profession  through- 
out the  Dominion,  having  it  passed  through  its  several  stages  and  as- 
sented to  with  undue  haste  and  without  submitting  the  bill  to  members 
of  your  committee  or  giving  them  any  intimation  of  it.  For  such  an 
action  we  cannot  but  in  the  strongest  possible  manner  condemn  the 
president  for  being  alone  responsible  for  placing  on  the  Statute  Book 
legislation  so  unacceptable  to  the  profession  of  Alberta.

this  College  and  charging  for  same  attendance  to  which  he  was  nol 
entitled;  having  authorized  applicants  to  write  at  the  supplemental  ex- 
amination of  the  College  without  the  consent  of  this  council ;  having 
authorized  the  legislative  body  of  this  Province  to  pass  an  amendment 
to  the  Alberta  Medical  Act,  which  amendment  ?he  members  of  this 
council  were  not  aware  of  and  were  not  in  accord  '.vith,  and  his  geneial 
usurpation  of  the  powers  of  this  council ;  that  the  uresident  for  the 
aforesaid  reasons  has  incurred  the  displeasure  of  the  council  and  is  to 
be  strongly  censured  for  his  unwarranted  behaviour.
